THE DECLINE OF AMATEUR CLUBS. 
Mr Epitor,—Sir,—Will you allow me space 
in your invaluable JoURNAL to fully concur with 
“ W. B.” on the decline of amateurs, What be 
fairly asserts, I fully substantiate by my ex- 
perience as manager for the last fourteen years 
in all the principal provincial theatres, and my 
connexion with amateurs in. general. 

The pieces are so hackneyed tbat are placed as 
the bi!l of fare, that, indeed, no audience can 
listen to them, and the result is a dull and dis- 
interested hearing follows, The same rule has 
been the failure of so many managers in the 
provinces, The same dramas night after night, 
and week after week, have been produced, that 
many a clever actor or actress has played to 
about half-a-dozev, when by varying the pro- 
gramme, a large and appreciative audieuce would 
have thropged, Surely, I prove much when I 
say that artistes who are favourites with au 
audience rarely obtain a second or third hear- 
ing in the same character! Wow much more 
difficult must it then be to amateurs, who mere- 
ly do it for amusement and instruction ? 

We now find that a greater success is achieved 
in the provinces by changing the performances, 
and playing new and original dramas, and I now 
honestly say if amateurs would do the same, 
have new plays of their own, and which as my 
advertisement explains in this JouRNAL, I write 
dramas, plays, &c., expressly for clubs on such 
nominal terms, they then can have their versa- 
tility and power of character brought out, anda 
favourable impression must follow, For we can 
only find one Hamlet, one Othello, and ama- 
teurs object to play subordinate parts, Why 
not, then, follow the remarks of “ W. B.,” and 
give something new to an audience} Let each 
manager of aclub inform me what his company 
is like—what he or she plays best, and their 
peculiarities are at once brought out, and one 
member’s part is as good as another’s, and 
something new to attract an audience. Trusting

POPULAR AGTORS—XXXIV, 


ALEXANDER RAE. 


In 1782 this tragedian, classical and elegant 
in manner, first saw light. He soon evinced 
a passion for the stage, and at the age of 24 
played Octavian, Hamlet, Charles Surface, 
Young Wilding (Ziar), &c., to enthusiastic 
audiences in the provinces. Indeed he was an 
ornament to the profession. At the Haymar- 
ket, his Sir Edward Mortimer, Hamlet, Fred 
Bramble, &c., found great favour. At Liver- 
pool he acted leading parts for four years, 
playing second only to John Kemble. He 
fought so furiously as Macduff that Kemble 
used to say that young men would be the 
death of him, in earnest. He played Hamlet 
at Drury Lane in 1813, and was hissed a little, 
but when Coleridge produced his Remorse, 
Rae, as Ordonio, equalled in intensity Kean as 
Sir Giles. Rae at first treated Kean with 
contempt, which Edmund resented thus :— 
When Rae fought with him as Richmond, the 
fermer asked him where he should hit him. 
‘Where you can,” said Kean, and dodged 
poor Rae about the stage for a quarter of an 
hour before he would suffer him to make the 
final thrust. Alonzo in the Revenge, Lago, and 
Zelos in Manuel, quite threw Kean in the 
shade, it is said. His Hamlet was fine and 
gentlemanly, his Macbetha failure, his Octa- 
vian and his Romeo the best on the stage. In 
light comedy he ranked between Elliston and 
Jones. In his private actor he was amiable, 
and, but for an unfortunate Jiaison, respectable. 
An actress at the Royalty was so passionately 
in love with him that she declared she would 
commit suicide if he did not live with her. 
Poor Rae could not resist her importunities, 
but was soon attacked with the stone; while 
suffering tortures, his wife visited, forgave, 
and nursed him. He expired under an opera- 
tion in 1820, leaving a widow and three 
children unprovided for.

Mr J. W. Hirp, who has for a long period 
been associated with the Honourable Artillery 
Company as bandmaster, died on the 7th inst. 
The immediate cause of death was erysipelas, 
caused through a fall. His friends deplore the 
loss of an inestimable companion, aud the H.A.C,. 
a zealous and indefatigable conductor.
